PROFILES 
For Today 


By TALBOT LAKE 


Louis XV, the Gayest of 
French Kings, Cace Was 
Shy and Religious 


Pe GAXOTTE, French 
historical Writer 1ecently re- 
vealed the poignant, intensely 
human history of how Louis XV. 
the protector of Mesdames La 
Pompadour and du Barry first 
strayed from the straight 
narrow path. The research dis- 
closes for the first time cetails 
of the King’s early days, which 
heretofore have been known only 
to academic students. 

Believe it or not, the “well- 
beloved” monarch, as the people 
still ironically described him 
when they rejoiced in his fu- 
neral, following his death froin 
smallpox, May 10, 1774, was a 
religious and moral young man. 
It was to his marriage that his 
tull from the pedestal of recti- 
tude is laid. : 

Louis XV was a minor whicn 
his father ‘The Sun King” died. 
The Duke of Orleans, as the first 
prince of the blood, was appoint- 
ed regent and the heir apparent 
continued his studies with Mar- 
shal Villeroi and the great Card- 
inal Fleury. He-was a devout 
Catholic and timid with women. 

At the age of 15, Louis was 
given for his future Queen, the 
lumphatic Marie Leszczynska, 
daughter of Stanislas, deposed 
King of Poland, who was 22 years 
old. She was to bear him ten 
children, but Historian Gaxotte 
pretends that at no time did the 
Polish dame feel any emotion 
akin to love for her husband and 
that she underwent the trials of 
maternity merely as a conjugal 
duty. 

Marie is described as a dull 
qucen without imagination or 
temperament and a wife who 
was totally unable to make her 
husband's court what he would 
have liked. She dressed like a 
“provincial old maid” and ruled 
over a small salon of ‘majestic, 
somnolent and antiquated” snobs 
so that Louis, ~2eking sympathy 
in) his home, while France at 
large was debauching _ itself, 
found. only coldness and mis- 
understanding. 

a *” * 

T WAS at this period in French 

history that the false infla- 
tionary economies of the famous 
Scot, John Law, were being taken 
seriously by the French ministry 
and the nation’s budget was fast 
going to the dogs. In addition, 
every office was most corrupt 
and imimorality seemed to pre- 
veil. 

King Louis XV sought t.e 
company o: gay and young, 
though not necessarily immoral 
people. His wife was unable to 
surround him with the type of 
frieads he liked. So Louis sought 
sympathy in the 
homes of relatives and spent 
most of his time (vaveling. It was 
while traveling that he met and 
fell for-Madame de Mailly. Of 
her we are told that ‘‘she wus 
not a bit handsome. She had a 
lons nose, flat checks, lively 
eyes whose whites weve yellowish 
a huge mouth, a rowsh voice” 
and other shortcu:a:ngs. How- 
ever, she was witty, modest and 
far from selfish. She also knew 
how to dress well. 

The young King liked Ker be- 
cause, unlike the other women 
he met, it, was obvious that she 
was not trying to win his favor. 


Also, the fact that she was plain - 


was greatly in her favor, because 
beauty’ in. those days, tended to 
frighten the King. i was. years 
and years later before experience 
would make him able to patron- 
ize a Pompadour. 

Despite the great attachment 
between Madame de Mailly and 
King Louis KV, the latter: was 
very scrupulous to keep the af- 
fair a secret out of respect for 
his wife and the actual begin- 
ming of this laison, is in fact, 
without public date. He con- 
tinued to be what the church 
@alled a dutiful husband until 
4ibe day, when his wife. having 
‘gndergone a serious operation, 
refused to allow him tc enter her 
¢ehamber. 

Ignorant of feminine psychol- 
‘égy, the young monarch decided 
then and there that his wife 
definitely did not love him and 
his conscience was at ease. H» 
then made public his attachment 
for Madame de Mailly and so 
began the long series of amatory 
episodes that were to make this 
serious, religious and timid young 
man; one of histoyys most 
pleasure - loving, capricious and 
unhappy rulers.
